County jail to join 
health care program 


The Madison County Jail 
has been selected to par: 


' ticipate in a program aimed 


at improving medical and 
health services offered to 
inmates, the Illinois State 
Medical , Society (ISMS) 
announced last week. 

Under the ISMS- 
administered Illinois Jail 
Health Program, the Society 
will assist the facility in 
upgrading health services in 
accordance with national jail 
health standards developed 
by the American Medical 
Association (AMA). 

The standards contain 
more than 70-requirements, 
including screening inmates 
for contagious diseases, 
provision of regular and 
emergency’ care, and 
‘treatment of alcohol and 
drug addiction. 

Other facilities named to 
join the program are: 
Champaign County Jail, 
Cook County Jail, Jackson 
County Jail, Lake County 
Jail, Macoupin County Jail,, 
Marion County Jail, 
McHenry County Jail, 
Tazewell County Jail and 
Vemilion County Correc- 
tional Center. 

Last year under the 
program's pilot phase, ISMS 
tested application of the 
standards in five county 
jails. 

That phase—geared ‘to 
qualifying jails for AMA 
acereditation—demonstr- 
ated that the standards are 
adaptable to jails of various 
sizes in both rural and 
metropolitan) areas. The 
Kane County Adult 
Correction Facility, Geneva, 
already has been accredited. 

The expanded program 
will differ slightly from the 
pilot. phase, according to 
ISMS President Dr, P. John 
Seward 

“Emphasis will be focused 
on meeting each .facility’s 
health care objectives,” he 
said. “Gaining accreditation 
will not be the primary goal, 
although jails may request 
an AMA accreditation 
survey, 

“ISMS will not provide 
medical services to the 
jails," Dr. Seward said. 

“The Society will ‘give 
technical assistance,, but 
improvement or develop- 
ment of health services 
depends upon the jail’s' 
utilization of its resources 
and those within the 
munity.” 

ISMS assistance could

While enhancing jail 
health care, the program 
also. will benefit the com- 
munity, Dr. Seward. said. 

“Communicable diseases 
that develop in the jail will 
be checked before they are 
transmitted—by jail per- 
sonnel or released inmates— 
to the community,” he said. 

“The pPogram also may 
save tax dollars by reducing 
utilization of community 
health facilities.”’ 

Illinois is one of 22 states 
where the jail health 
program—coordinated 
nationally by the AMA—is 
being implemented. 

Supported by a grant from 


the U.S. Law Enforcement _ 


Assistance Administration, 
the program is an outgrowth 
of a 1972 AMA survey which 
uncovered lack of attention 
paid to some jail inmates’ 
health needs. 

According to the survey, 
many jails offered inmates 
only first-aid care and rarely 
were able to provide 
physicians’ services. Less 
than 40 percent of the 1,200 
institutions surveyed had a 
physician on c 

The local hospital 
emergency room proved to 
be the pedominant means of 
providing health care in such 
areas.

This July 31, the White 
House) forwarded | to 
Congress a, proposed charter 
for the Federal Bureay of 
Investigation—an. __ ext'fao- 
rdinary joint, effort!, of 
Department of Justice Sat- 
torneys, Senate and H 
Committee staffs aor 
and the FBI 

The president, in his le(ter 
to Congress, noted that sthe 
FBI “‘|..has set a standard 
for competence, dedication 
and professionalism...” and 
that this proposed chanter 
would maintain _ this n- 
damental capability of the 
FBI. 

I recognize the need Me 
such a charter and suppprt 
the proposed legislation. | 

‘The primary mission of $he 
FBI—to uphold the law;-is 
clearly stated in the 


proposed and needed 
charter. 

It authorizes two primary 
types of investigations— 
those of criminal acts that 
violate federal law and those 
of criminal enterprises that 
involve racketeering or 
terrorism. 

The charter states 
unequivocally that in 
vestigations must be based 
on criminal conduct—the 
lawful exercise of the right to 
dissent cannot be used to 
justify an investigation. ; 

Buta provision is made for 
an inquiry to determine 
whether a full-scale in- 
vestigation may be 
warranted, allowing the 
government to respond in a 
measured and reasonable 
manner to an ambiguous or 
incomplete allegation. 

Included in the proposed 
charter are safeguards, such 
as periodic reviews by the 


Department: of Justice of 
continuing terrorist in- 
vestigations, since these deal 
with grqups that have, or 
allege, political motives for 
criminal acts i 

There are other 
procedural safeguards to 
prevent the unrestricted 
accumulation of information 
about persons not suspected 
of criminal conduct. 

The greater the potential 
for impairment of rights, the 
more stringent the 
authorization and ac- 
countability requirements 
set ow in the charter. 

In the main, the proposed 
charter is a document of 
broad principles _ that 
enumerates the: FBI’s 
jurisdiction. It leaves to the 
attorney general the 
authority to issue: specific, 

detailed procedures and 
guidelines. 

Two areas in thé charter 
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fill gaps in our procedures. 

First, the FBI would 
receive authority similar to 
that of other federal agen- 
cies to issue demands for 
financial records 

Essential in the in- 
vestigation of organized and 
white-collar crime, this 
authority would be en- 
forceable (and’ thus 
supervised) in court 

Attorney General Ben- 
jamin R. Civiletti told the 
Senate this authority was 
“Jong overdue” and that he 
was surprised to learn when 
he entered the’ Justice 
Department that the FBI did 
not | already have this in- 
vestigative tool 

Second, the charter allows 
investigations of patterns of 
terriorist activity involving 
violations of state criminal 
laws 

This is similar to current 
racketeering statutes, where
